have reduced the ſame, to Old Tenor Bills of Credit of the Colonies ß 
T _ Rhode-Iſland, and New- Hampſhire, which are now the common Medium 
of Trade and Commerce amongſt us, at the Exchange of Twelve Shillings 
old Tenor, for One Shilling Froclamation. If I have ſet the Exchange 
too high, you-muſt- make the proper Allowance. However, I think it 
is low enough, as there are more Dollars ſold for above Seventy two 
Shillings, than under. And no Body needs to be informed that a Dol- 
lar is exactly Six Shillings Proclamation. 1580 
I am ſenſible indeed, that it ſeems odd, that the Bills of Credit of 
Rbode and and New - Hampſhire Governments ſhould be the Medium 
and Standard of Trade and Commerce here, and not our. own Bills ef 
Credit. But odd as it is, we know that it is in Fact fo. If I ſell, or 
buy, any Commodities here, for ſo many Pounds or-Shillings, cis 
underſtood to be in old Tenor Bills of the faid two Governments 
and if the ſame be paid in our own Bills of Credit, there muſt be an 
Abatement. Agreeable to this *tis known our Executive Courts make 
up their Judgments. .

Nextly, I cannot ſee what Inconveniency it will be to the Govern- 
ment, if the Sum of £ 3,152 16 oo paid to the Judges of the Su- 
periour Court be ſaved. More Eſpecially as they are Entituled to the 
whole Avails of the Court, beſide the Sum Paid by the Government, I ſee 
no Reaſon, why every Court ſhould not to be ſupported at the Expence of 
the parties Intereſted. Courts held by a ſingle Miniſter of the Law, vix. 
a Juſtice of the Peace, and a Court of Probate are ſo ſupported. And if 
the Widow, and Fatherleſs are obliged to Support the one, I don't fee why 
the Litigious, and the Wealthy ought not to Support the other.

Government was an infant Plantation, when it Founded the College, was 


unable to raiſe a Fund at once ſufficient for the Support, and Maintain- 


ance thereof; and therefore as the College was to look to them, and 


depend upon them for it's Support, found it neceſſary to raiſe an Annuity 
for the ſame by way of Rate upon the Inhabitants of the Colony, till ſome 
other Proviſion could be made for it's Support. But why muſt this be 


continued, when ſufficient Proviſion is other ways made therefor ? 


TI am ſenſible, that i it 1s given out by ſome, that there is a Neceſſity of 
a Profe efſor of Drvinity's being Settled in the College: which will require 
a great Sum of Money to accompliſh. But I wonder that this new 
Scheme ſhould be Started, or \Proſeomes, in a Scaſon to difficult for 
the Government. 

There hath not perhaps been a more difficult Time, ſince the Foundation 
of the College, for any thing new to be attempted, that will require any 
great Expence, The Government is almoſt ready to ſink under the Bur- 
den of redeeming her Bills of Credit ; and beſides is threaten'd with a 
great Expence, in a neceſſary Contribution to the common Charges of 
deſending the Britiſh Borders in North America from the Encroachments 
of the French & Indians. It has been with difficulty eno' that the Govern-

| Advantages, if this Government have any more Money to ſpare for the 


Encouragement of Learning, I think it is now Time for us to loo 
upon our /ower Scboolt; which J am perſwaded have been too much 
neglected; And, make ſome proper Proviſion for them. How many 
Children in this Government for Want of more public free Schools 
are brought up without any Inſtruction at all? How many of our 
Youth, otherwiſe judicious, capable, and enterprizing, are crouded 
out of Buſineſs, eſpecially in our maritime Affairs, by Strangers, barely 
for the Want of common Literature? This alone, I think, ſufficient 
to engage our Attention to deviſe Methods to redreſs theſe Evils. 
There are now ſome conſiderable large Societies, in which there is 20 
Sebool at all kept for more than four or fve Months in the Year. And is 
it no Matter whether any of the Children of our People be inſtructed, but 
ſuch as are ſent to the College? For my own Part I don't think, chat all 
Religion conſiſts in, making Donations, and ſettliag Funds to Support all the 
Meaſures that ſhall be tho*'t expedient to aggrandize that Houſe, as ſome 
Gentlemen ſeem to me to imagine. Nor do I fee any fo urgent Necefſity- 
of a New Officer at the College: And if any new Officer is wanted, 1 
can't think, *tis a Miniſter to preach to the Scholars, in the College Hall, | 
on Lord's Days. *Tis eaſy for them to attend the Pariſh- Preaching at 
New- Haven, as the Scholars of Harvard College do the public Preaching at 
Cambridge. Nor am I fatisfied that the College hath any Right to Ae up- 
a Separate religious Meeting in their Hall. And when firſt I heard of the 
Truſtees beginning to lay a Fund for the Support of a. Profeſſor ef Divi- 
nity, I ſuppoſed they meant ſuch an Officer as is uſually Stiled ſo, in Col- 


leges and Univerſities, viz. One appointed to teach Divinity, as an Art or
